GOT A BULLET IN HIS LEG. 


A Tall and a Short Robber pia Desper- 
ate Work on Olive Street 
Sunday Night. 


Two desperate highwaymen held up and 
robbed Dr. A. W. Erickson in fron of his 
residence, 2724 Olive street, at 11:15 o’clock 
Sunday night. 

Dr, Erickson resisted, and the robbers shot 
him in the left leg. 

Then one held him while the other went 
through his pockets and took $4.35, all the 
money he had with him. 

The highwaymen then ran east on Olive 
street and escaped. 

Dr. Erickson had been called to see a pa- 
tient on Rutger street and returned on a 
Jefferson avenue car. He stepped off the car 
at Jefferson and Olive street and started 
west to his home. 

On the pavement in front:of his, residence 
he saw two men approaching him. They 
were walking rapidly and conversing earn- 
estly. The doctor, too, was walking fast, 
anxious to get in out of the cold. 

They met right in front of Dr. Erickson’s 
residence. The doctor started to walk up 
the steps when one the men caught him 
suddenly by the arm and whirling him 
around, said in gruff ttones: 

“Throw up your hands and give us your 
money!” 

The doctor jerked away from his captor 
and reached for his pistol pocket. One of 


‘the highwaymen detected the movement 


and said he would have none of that. 
The robber had a pistol in his hand. 


Drawing it in range he fired. The bullet 


pierced the fleshy part of the doctor's left 
leg. The twinge of the pain and ‘the words 
af the robbers told the doctor that the men 
were not to be trifled with. 

“Here, we want no monkeying, young fel- 
ler,”. one said. “‘Throw up your hands in a 
hurry or we will fix you so you caa’t.”’ 

The larger of the highwaymen seized the 
“doctor from behind, while the other searched 
him. They took all his money. They did net 
offer to take his watch or chain. ‘Those 
things are too easily-identified and might 
get us into trouble,’’ one remarked. 

After going through him the men-thanked 
the doctor and ‘turned and ran. 

Dr. HBrickson says he got a good took at 
the highwaymen. One was about 6 feet 
high. He wore a long gray overcoat but- 
toned up to the throat and a brown Fedora 
hat, which was pulled down over the face. 
He was smooth shaven. 

The other man was short. Dr. Erickson 
says this fellow was about 5 feet 6, and 
®hunky. He wore dark clothes and a black 
derby hat. 

The ball from the robber’s pistol went 
through Dr, Erickson’s thigh and made a 


painful, but not serious, flesh wound. He | 
did not report the matter to the police, be- 
cause, he said, the amount obtained was 66 
small. , 


MATRON HARRIS DYING. 


She Has Been in Charge of the Female 
Prisoners for Thirteen Years. 


Police Matron Louisa Harris is dying in 
her bedroom at the Four Courts. Her phys- 
ician, Dr. Dorsett, does not think she will 
live till night. 

Mrs. Harris was attacked by bronchitis 
about two weeks ago, and since then has 
been confined to her bed. Her advanced 
age and broken constitution made her an 
easy prey to the disease, and’ehe has 
grown steadily worse. 

Three days ago her eldest son, James 
Henry Harris, Manager of the Heine Safety 
Boiler Co. at Chicago, was telegraphed for 
and arrived Saturday. Monday he'was in- 
formed that his mother had but a few 
hours to live and he telegraphed for ‘his 
brothers, George L. Harris of Marion, Kan., 
and Fred F. Harris, an express messenger, 
residing in Chicago. 

Mrs. Harris has been identified with the 
Police Department of St. Louis for thirteen 
years and is favorably known to her su- 
periors and liked by the prisoners, with 
whom she had to deal, for ‘her kindness. 

She has presided over the detention room 
on the third floor at the Four Courts and 
has had charge of hundreds of female crim- 
inals. 

She was born in Beaver, Pa., Aug. 9, 1829. 
Her maiden name was Sample. In 1847 she 
was married and removed with her husband 
to Ohio. During ‘their residence in Ohio 
three sons were born to them. ‘From Ohio 
the family moved to Chicago, and there Mr. 
Harris died in 1871. Mrs. Harris and her 
three sons soon moved to St. Loufs. The 
young men drifted into mercantile pursuits, 
and all have been successful in their un- 
dertakings. In 1883 Mrs. Marris was @pr 
pointed Matron at the Four Courts, where 
she has resided since.

MUSICIAN CHARLES FROELICH’S 
AWFUL EXPERIENCE. 


BEATEN UNTIL UNCONSCIOUS. 


Two Negroes Did It, and the Victim 
Was Found on the Twelfth 
Street Bridge. 


Charles Froelich, a musician in the or- 
chestra of the Fourteenth Street Theater, 
was held up Sunday evening at Twelfth and 
Gratiot streets by two negroes, who, after 
brutally beating him, robbed him of $1.35 
and escaped. 

At 6 p. m. Froelich left his home at 1026 
Morrison avenue with his musical instru- 
ments and walked towards the theater. 
From Chouteau avenue he walked down 
Twelfth street, and was crossing Gratiot 
street at the south end of the Twelfth street 
bridge when two negroes ran out from be- 
hind a small coal office. 

The first he knew of their presence was 
when one of them grabbed him by the 
shoulder and jerked him with such violence 
that his instrument fell from his grasp. 

As he was swung around the other negro 
struck him in the face with brass knuckles, 
and as he was falling the negro who had 
swung him around brought a bludgeon made 
of-a piece of freight car brake beam, down 
on his head. 

Froelich fell to the ground stunned. The 
footpads searched his pockets, 

Froelich -moved, and one of the negroes 
again brought the club down on his face, 
breaking his nose, and cutting a gash from 
the left ear to the upper lip. 

That blow quieted Froelich. He was un- 
conscious. The negroes took from him a 
cheap silver watch and $1.35. 

The negroes were leaving when he recov- 
ered his sens@s. As he.-lifted his bleed- 
ing head he saw a team of horses dragging 
a hack coming at break-neck speed down the 
incline of the bridge, at the foot of which 
he was lying. 

Weak and dazed and covered with mud 
he crawled as fast as he could, barely reach- 
ing the curbing when the team rushed by. 
The occupants of the carriage, a man and 


‘woman, saw the bleeding man on the side- 


walk and called to the driver to stop. 

Froelich was placed in the hack and car- 
ried to the Dispensary, where Dr. Lippe 
dressed his wounds and applied restoratives, 

Froelich called a cab and was driven back 
to his Morrison avenue home, from where 
he.sent for the police. 

They were given a description of the foot- 
pads and a full account of the holdup. There 
have been no arrests and the police have 
tried their best to keep the knowledge of 
the affair from the press.

FEES OF CLERKS. 


They Do Not Keep Pace With the In- 
crease of Population.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 4.—Attor- 
ney-General Walker, in reply to numerous 
inquiries as to whether a clerk in office is 
entitled to an increase in compensation by 
reason of an increase in population, as

“Section 8 art. xiv, of the Constitution of 
this State clearly and “inequivocally pro- 
hibits not only an increase in the general 
compensation, but also in the particular fees 
of any State, county or municipal officer 
during his term of office. An increased )- 
ulation, therefore, in a county, as shown by 
the vote cast at a general election, does not 
authorize an Officer then in office to claim. 
an increased salary.’ The prohibition as to 
an increase is constitutional, The authority 
for such increase is statutory. The statute 
must give way to the Constitution.”’

MRS. PROBASCO’S SON. 


‘THEY CUT HIM WITH A KNIFE, 


The Boy Was in Such a Condition That 
a Surgeon Had to Be Called In 
to Remedy the Butchery.

Mrs. Probascé of 2812 Morgan street called 
a> the Post-Dispatch office in tears Monday 
and asked that a reporter be sent to her 
home to investigate an outrage perpetrated 
on her 16-year-old son, Chariey. 

Mrs. Probasco keeps a boarding-house, at 
which several students,of the Missouri Med- 
ical) College stay. 

All she could tell was Shat some of these 
students had taken Charley out Sunday and 
performed some kind of an operation on 
him, Charley was in such a condition Mon- 
day morning that she had called in Dr. C. 
M. Nicholson of 2900 Washington avenue. 
Dr. Nicholson told her that it would be nec- 
essary to perform an operation onthe boy 
and *hat he would return at noon for that 
purpose. 

The mother was anxious that a reporter 
be present at this operation. She was un- 
ablé to say what the medical students had 
done to the boy. She only knew that Char- 
ley had’ gone out about 11 o’clock Sunday in 
company with L. R. Colby, one of her 
student boarders. 

When he returned home he was btocked up 
in Colby’s room for two hours. She was 
refused admission to the room, and grew 
suspicious. Charley did not come down to 
supper. When she went to his room he 
was in bed, and told her Colby and another 
student named Francisthad performed an 
operation on him. 

The thoroughly excited mother went to 
Colby and asked what he had done to her 
boy. What he told her did not enlighten 
her very much, for she said Monday that 
all she could get out of him was a statement 
that a Hebraic operation had been per- 
formed on the boy. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter accompanied 
Mrs. Probasco to her home, where she in- 
troduced him as her nephew, “Jimmy Rig- 
ney, from Cincinnati.” The reporter was 
present when Dr. Nicholson performed the 
operation on the boy at noon. Charley was 
placed under the influence of chloroform 
and Dr. Nicholson worked nearly an hour 
remedying the blunder of the young medical 
students. 

‘Dr. Nicholson is a surgeon of experience 
and occupies the chair of genito-urinary sur- 
gery at the Beaumont Medical College. He 
thinks Charley will get well, but he will 
always have cause to regret that he sub- 
mitted to an operatton at the hands of tyros 
in the profession of surgery. Charley was 
resting easy when “J'tmmy Rigney, from 
Cincinnati,” left the house after the opera- 
tion. 

Charles says the operation was performed 
by W. D, Francis, a youngfexan attending 
the Missouri! Medical College. He says he 
submitted voluntarily on Colby’s assurance 
that Francis had had .experience in such 
matters... He claims that after the opera- 
tion commenced he learned from remarks 
made by Francis and Colby that Francis 
had never performed one like it before. He 
says the operation was performed at the 
office of Dr. Young, at Broadway and Mon- 
roe street. 

He returned home with “Dr.” Colby. and 
when he got there he found he was bleed- 
ing profusely. The student took him to his 
room and tried to stop the blood. It was 
during this effort that Mrs. Probasco was 
refused admittance to the room. Charley 
slipped out of the house Sunday night and 
went to see Dr. Young, who, he say’, told 
him he was in a pretty bad way. 

Charley’ went back home and told his 
mother this. She became terribly agitated. 
It was while in this frame of mind that she 
called on Dr. Nicholson and arranged to 
have a second operation performed. 

She is still highly wrought up about the 
matter and says she will sue “Dr.” Francis 
and “Dr.’” Colby for ithe expenses of the 
second operation and her boy’s boss of 
time.

Mrs. Probasco is a widow. She is the

TOBACCO MEN 
“ASK PROTECTION. 


THEIR PRODUCT THE SUBJECT OF 
THE TARIFF HEARING. 


COMPLAIN OF CHEAP LABOR. 


Coolie Workmen at Twelve Cents a Day 
Said to Be Ruining the Amer- 
ican, Industry. 


~~ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—-The tobacco 
schedule was the subject of the hearings be- 
fore the Ways and Means Committee ‘- 
day. Michael Tobin of Baldwinsville, N. 
Y., representing the New York State To- 
bacco Growers’ ASseéciation, said the to- 
bacco growers were badly in need of relief. 
They had expended vast sums in -wareé- 
houses, etc., and until the importation of 
Sumatra began had been fairly prosperous. 
Tobacco farms were then worth $125 an acre, 
Such farms were now generally mortgaged 
and could not to-~<lay liquidate their in- 
cumbrances. He did not think it fair that 
the Holland syndicate, which ‘employed 
coolie labor at 12 cents a day, should be 
allowed to annihilate she arset leaf tobacco 
indust in this country. e denied that 
American leaf was not suitable (for 
wrappers. Sumatra, he said, had no merit 
except its appearance, He complained of 
the elastic language in the ac? of 1894 and 
said that the schedule in the act of 1890 
would be satisfactory. The consumer, he 
said, would not be niures by an adequate 
duty, but would get his cigars at thé same 
price a® retail. 

He sajd the quality of the American wrap- 

er leaf had not improved of recent years 
because there had been no inducement to 

owerg to care for their leaves. Cuban to- 

acco ranked first in quality and Sumatra 
was decidedly the worst. He had no doubt 
he said, that any importer of Sumatra would 
rather have Sumatra excluded than smoke 
a cigar made wholly of Sumatra. 

“Why? he was asked. ; 

“Because if he smoked it he would lose 
his breakfast.”’ 

He said the growers cared nothing for 
fillers. They were interested primarily in 
wrappers. 

Chairman Dingley called attention to the 
fact that under the reduction duty of 50 
cents per pound on wrappers in the act 
of 1894 the increase of imports of mupesre 
had been over 40 per cent. Moreover, sai 
Mr. Dingley, it was a remarkable fact that 
the price of Sumatra tobacco increased 60 
cents a pound as soon as the duty was re- 
duced 6 cénts.. Mr. in confirmed this 
but had no explanation to offer. 

J.8. Van Duser of Horseheads, N. Y., rep 
resenting the growers of the Chemung Val- 
ley, also asked for protection for wrap- 
per tobacco. He admitted that’ $2 would be 
an adequate rate, but said it was not a 
question of rates but of protecting our citi- 
zens from ruinously cheap labor a ad and 
savi a great industry from extinction. He 
said 20,000,000 pounds of foreign tobacoo wee 
fmported annually, of which 4,000,000 wer 
wrappers. : 

‘‘How do you account for the fact,” asked 
Mr. McMillin, “that Sumatra tobacco, whic 
costs from $4 cents to $1.21 at the port o 
export, displaces American tobacco which 

gcacneer ‘ 

“Tt is due,’’ replied Mr. Van Dusser, “to 
the foolish idea of the American people that 
anything foreign is better than anything 
domestic.’’ 

“Ts that all?’ 

“Tt is; it is the fad.” 

Mr. Van Dusser created much amusement 
when he lied in answer to a question 
as to what duty he wanted, that he wanted

RIVERA TO SUCCEED JIM. 


The Commodore Was Scuttled by a 
Spanish Spy, but Stephen 
Crane Is Safe. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—News has been re- 
ceived by the Cuban Junta from Washington 
to the effect that the Spanish Government 
has positively determined to recall Capt.- 
Gen. Weyler. 

Gen. Primo de Rivera, it is said, will guc- 
ceed Gen. Weylerin Cuba. Heis a Captain 
General in the Spanish army, and in favor 
with the Canovas Government. 


Minister Taylor, it is said, informed Sec-, 


retary Olney several days ago that the au- 
thorities at Madrid were on the point of re- 
Heving Gen. Weyler of his command in 
Cuba, and of appointing as his successor 
Capt.-Gen. Rivera. 

Reasons were given in brief why a change 
was deemed advisable, and a statement was 
made as to the probable time whén the 
orders would be promulgated. It is learned 


that the Madrid Government is dismayed at 
the fact that Gen. Weyler, with about 200,- 
000 troops, has not put down the Cuban revo- 
lution. He has expended large sums _ o¢ 
money, but so far has made no decided 
headway in accomplishing his main object, 
that of quelling the insurrection and restor- 
ing peace and good order in Cuba. | His 
troops have been victorious on occasions, 
but they have also met defeat, and the total 
result, considering Spain’s outlay in life 
‘and treasure, is far from satisfactory. Too 
much may have been expected of Weyler, 
just as the exaction was too great in the 
case of Campos. . Still the one great re- 
quirement—success—has not been fulfilled, 
and Weyler has consequently fallen in offi- 
cial esteem in Madrid. 


THE COMMODORE SCUTTLED. 


Stephen Crane and Some Others of the 
Crew Saved Their Lives. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 4,—There 
seems to be no doubt that the steamer Com- 
modore, which went down off Mosquito In- 
let at 3 o’clock Saturday morning, while 
bound for Cuba on a filibustering expedi- 


tion, was scuttled by some member of the 

crew who was in the pay of Spain. A tele- 

gram thas been received here from C. B. 

Montgomery, who shipped on the Commo- 

dore, giving details of the disaster, and 
closing with these significant words: “There 

was treachery, and I have the proofs.’ 

The vessel was in a stanch condition when 
she left port, having recently been over- 
hauled. It is remarkable that! she sprang 
a leak in the after hold, where there was no 
strain. The forward and middle holds were 
full of arms and fuel, and the bottom could 
mot have been reached by the traitor. But 
there were only provisions and some bag- 
gage in the after hold, and it was easy for 
the Spanish agent to, use an auger there. 
While the Commodore was being loaded 
here she was watched by the Spanish Vice- 
Consul and ‘this spies. One of the sples re- 
marked: ‘“TMhey may load the arms, but the 
Commodore will never reach Cuba.”’ 

‘(Friday night the Spanish spies were in 
several saloons and offered odds that the 
Commodore would founder before she got 
out of (orida waters. It is also stated that 
‘the Spanish Vice-Consul was informed of 
the loss of the vessel two hours before the 

Cuban agents received the news, The Cuban 

agents pay’ they know the traitor, but re- 

fuse to give hs name. The action of Secre- 
tary ‘isle is also being roundly con- 
demmed. Soon after the Commodore went 
down it was learned that eight of her crew 
were adrift on a frail raft and a request 
was made for the Three Friends to be sent 
south to save the castaways, Collector Bis- 
ee, however, refused to let the Three 

Friends go, even on a iife-saving mission, 
and Secretary Carlisle was appealed to. The 
Secretary gave no answer until late Satur- 
day afternoon, when he granied permission 

for the Three Friends to go. 

‘It is believed that the men have been 
drowned ere this, and there is a disposition 
to hold Secretary Carlisle responsible for 
their deaths. Of the twenty-eight men who 
sailed on the Commodore all are accounted 
for save the eight who escaped on the raft. 
It was reported that Stephen Crane, the 
novelist, of New York was drowned, but 
Crane, Capt. Murphy, C. B. Montgomery 
and William Higgins have been rescued off 

yton in an exhausted condition. Higgins 
died soon after being rescued. These men 
stood by the Commodore until she was in the 
act of going down, and their boat was nearly 
drawn under by the suction. Crane, Capt. 

Murphy says, acted like a hero, and was 
the coolest man on board.

“INDEPENDENCE OR DEATH.” 


Senor Quesada’s Reply to the Premier’s 
’ Proposition. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—Senor Quesada, 
Charge d’ Affaires of the Cuban Legation in 
Washington, has written to the Journal an 
exhaustive reply to the recent statement 
of Prime Minister Canovas of Spain, in 
which he oanvasses the proposed reform 
measures for Cuba from. every possible 


Standpoint, concluding with the statement 
that absolute independence i= the logical 
Outcome of the present situation in the 
isha nd. 

Senor Quesada says in part: ' 

As to Spain, neither the genius of her in- 
stitutions nor the character of her people 
will allow her to depart from her ancient 
system of centralization. So true is this 
that in an interview no less an authority 
than Canovas del Castillo, thé Spanish 
Prime Minister, speaks of more liberal 
measures of home rule for Cuba than were 
contempha'ted in the scheme formulaied by 
the Cortes but Spain will not grant to 
Cuba under any circumstances autonomy 
after the fashion of Canlade. 

And yet what the President speaks of in 
his message is “genuine autonomy,” which 
to an Anglo-Saxon mind can mean nothing 
less than what England has willingly given 
to her colonies and not the farcical reforms 
wrung from Spain by threats and the use 
of arms, 

But Spain is not England, nor is there any 
man in Spain, with the exception of the 
Republican Pi Margail, capable of giving 
Panything like real liberty to the Cubans. 
Gladstones are not to be found in the Iber- 

n Peninsula. : 

The opinion of Canovas is sufficient to dis- 
pel any doubt as to the feasibility of im- 
planting any “genuine autonomy” under 
the present Conservative Government. The 
Liberals under Sagasta have announced 
that they are disposed to return to power 
and to grant a little more than the other 
party but never real self-government, There 
8 no statesman in Spain capable of being, 
called into power who would dare, either in 
the Cortes or the press, to propose any 
such constitution as the British act of 1867. 

Spain must do as England ‘thas done in 
Canada—withdraw all her military forces 
from her autonomous colony. There is but 
one small garrison at Halifax. Spain knows 
that under any real system of local self- 
government the Cubans would have the 
right to bear arms, and then she would 
have to withdraw her European garrison, 
except from a few strategical points, Spain 
ts convinced tnat twenty-four hours after 
these conditions existed in Cuba ther flag 
would cease to wave over Moro Castle. ~ 

For this reason, perhaps, Canovas has as- 

serted that all essential prerogatives of sov- 
ereignty and power of government in that 
colony will continue to be exercised in Spain, 
which, translated into plain English, means 
that it the Cubans would be foolish 
enough to lay down their arms again they 
would again be duped. 
The last obstacle, perhaps the greater, is 
that no party in Spain will accept the guar- 
anty of a foreign power to carry out her 
undertaking. , 

The United States could not burden them- 

selves with the responsibility of a protect- 
orate over both Cuba and Spain. They 
woukd have to accept the eternal role of po- 
licemen, watching over his most Catholic 
Majesty to see that he fulfills his contract. 
The United States would be compelled to 
have an immense standing army and navy, 
so as to morally coerce in case of necessity. 
Commerce, even with reciprocity bribes, 
would be in constant danger, the Stock Ex- 
change would oscillate at every dispatch 
from Cuba; the country would live under 
the bugaboo of an invisible and yet proba- 
ble war scare; no “good times’ and pros- 
perity could be possible under this ingenious 
state of affairs. 
Were Spain to admit the guaranty of the 
United States, we would have Spain keep- 
ing a nominal sovereignty over Cuba, and 
the United States supervising Spain and 
restraining the Cubans should they aspire 
at any time to break any of the ties that 
bound them to the European monarchy. 

Gen. Francisco Carrillo, one of the most 
prominent and popular leaders of the army, 
interprets the unanimous feeling of the 
Cuban people when he writes to a promi- 
nent Senator under date of Oct. 12, 189: 
“It is useless for me to tell you that there 
is not a person in the field who thinks of 
or will accept aught else but the absolute 
independence of the island.”’ 

To whom, then, could any such proposi- 
tion as the one suggested or even one of 
“genuine home rule’ be made? _ It is cur- 
rently reported that a high American official 
some months ago approached the Cuban 
Government in the most delicate manner 
and received as an answer the words which 
were repeated in the appeal made by the 
Cubam Government to Latin-America in 
September of last year, 1896: ‘‘Cuba on her 
part is resolved to win her independence, 
even if she has to resort to the most ter- 
rible exittremities.”’ 

And this is not mere sentiment, but it is 
because freedom is the only salvation to 
Cuban intere=ts. They will not give up their 
arms until they will have obtained their 
salvation. 

It is better that they should starve and 
die in foreign countries, giving their last 
mite to buy arms and ammunitfon;that they 
should fill the African nal colonies; it is 
wiser they should pay their tribute of blood 
in the plains and mountains of their native 
land, than that they should be forever 
crushed by financial difficulties and see the 
product of their labor and industry go to 
pay. interest of the very money which has 
served to keep them in bondage. 

And, above all, the Cubans are determined 
to fall like men rather than shamefully and 
cowardly renounce by entering into and ac- 
cepting an agreement which would mean 
the abandonment forever of the high ideaL 
of complete emancipation.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—The Cuban Junta in 
this city do not believe the report that An- 
sonio Maceo is alive. The information they 
have in their possession about his death 
they regard as conclusive. 

Brigadier Jose Miro, who was Maceo’s 
chief of staff and who accompanied the Gen- 
eral at the time he was kflled by the Span- 
iards, wrote to the Junta\in this city, saying: 

‘‘] suppose our agents in Havana have sen? 
you a detailed report of the manner in 
which Gen. Maceo and Lieut. Gomez met 
their deaths. The same volley that killed 
them, as well as Col. Norarse and — 
Juztiz, wounded me. It seems that Provi-

While the Junta have not yet received the 
detailed report alluded to, they thave from 
other reliable sources received confirmation 
of Gen. Maceo’s death.

And Alfaro’s Government in Ecuador 
May Be Overthrown. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—A controversy is 
on in Ecuador between President Alfaro, 
who recently obtained control of the Gov- 


ernment by @ revolution, and the Catholic 
Church, which has dominated politics and 
public affairs. th the exception of Col- 
ombia, Ecuador has been the only country 
in South America in which the church has 
maintained its supremacy. 

Shortly after Alfaro obtained control he 
issued a decree for the expulsion of the 
Jesuits and members of other orders of se- 
clusion, and the priests who had supported 
the Government against his invasion. Large 
numbers of priests, fearing the vengeance of 
Alfaro, have from the country, and 
many have arrived in New York, where 
they tell stories of his cruelty. 

In November a convention assembled at 
Guayaquil to revise the constitution, and 
Alfaro’s ideas prevailed. The new constitu- 
tion which was then adopted, and is now 
the organic law of the Re ublic, separates 
church and State as in the other Latin- 
American countries. It limits the powers 
and the functions of the priests, divests the 
church of much of its income, and restrains 
its control of its own peseety: There is 
also a provision prohibiting religious orders 
of seclusion, which have heretofore had 
charge of the schools, on the ground that 
they are the enemies of the public welfare. 
The next step will be to tax church prop- 
erty and confiscate it. 

It is believed that when Alfaro attempts 
to enforce these new constitutional provis- 
ions ‘he will provoke an uprising that will 
overthrow his Government. 


POSTMISTRESS DISCHARGED. 


Miss Tukesbury at Hawarden Did Not 
Hold Her Tongue. 


LONDON, Jan. 4.—Upon a report pre- 
sented by Director James Phillips of the 
confidential inquiry branch of the general 
postoffice, the authorities ‘have ordered the 
peremptory sdischarge of Miss Tukesbury, 


for fifteen years pestmistress at Hawarden, 
and who, it has been developed, was re- 
sponsible for the disclosure of the contents 
of the message ‘of condolence sent by Queen 
Victoria to Lady Benson, widow of the late 
Archbishop of Canterbury, a few hours af- 
ter’ the sudden death of the Archbishop in 
Hawarden Church last October. The Queen 
was exceedingly annoyed over the publica- 
tion in one London and several provincial 
papers of the dispatch, which was intended 
to be strictly personal and private; and by 
her instructions a rigid investigation was 
set on foot. It was at first thought that 
some of the members of the Benson family 
were responsible. But this theory was soon 
disproven, Then all the operators of the 
telegraph offices through which the mess- 
age passed were examined under oath, and 
finally it was developed that the postmis- 
tress at the receiving office had shown a 
copy of the message, in confidence, to a rep- 
resentative of the Central. News, who im- 
mediately proceeded to London and made 
it public property. This is the first case of 
“leaking’’ that has come to the attention 
of the government telegraph officials for 
many years, and owing to the relation of 
the Queen to tthe affair, the matter has 
created a genuine sensation in the service. 


PANAMA CANAL. 


The Work Now in Progress Only a 
Demonstration. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Panama, Colombia, says: Much

THE JOHNSON DECISION. 


The decision of the Supreme Court that 
the State Board of Health exceeded its 
powers in refusing Charles E. Johnson 
a certificate to practice medicine in Mis- 
souri, although he was a graduate of a 
medical college of another State in good 
standing, will be of great interest to large 
numbers of people. 


The faith-cure believers, the Spiritual- 


ists and a great many people of kindred | 


beliefs, are persuaded that any man who 
can heal the sick, or even thinks he can, 
ought to be allowed to try, and that State 
Boards of Health and ‘associations of 
physicians of the “orthodox” schools are 
acting selfishly and against public in- 
terest in demanding that healers should 
conform to the rules set up by the pro- 
fession and usually incorporated in State 
laws. ‘ 

The decision in the Johnson case does 
not open the door to these would-be 
healers to go on experimenting or curing, 
if they can cure. It is well that it does 
not. The decision merely allows gradu- 
ates of colleges in good standing in other 
States to practice in Missouri. It does 
not give any more license to quacks and 
so-called doctors who refuse to conform 
to the law than they formerly had. 

Public interest demands that men or 
women who desire to become physicians 
should prepare themselves by learning 
the “orthodox” methods and passing the 
prescribed tests. If they have any unu- 
sual or further knowledge that will en- 
able them to heal in ways not generally 
followed, so much the better. e 


THE COMING COLONIZATION. 

‘The colonization schemes of the En- 
glish are evidently more exiensive for the 
Twentieth century than were evén those 
of the Eighteenth, Which was the great- 
est colonizing century in the world’s his- 
tory. 

In that century America was the field 
of colonial enterprise. In this century 
largely, and in the next century entirely, 
Africa has been and will be the theater 
of conquest and settlement. 

In accepting the Monroe doctrine Eng- 
land has practically announced her with- 
drawal from every effort at conquest of 
this continent. It is possible that she 
would be glad to be rid of all her present 
holdings above the middle temperate 
zone. 

The fall of the House of Braganza in 
Brazil was, in reality, a notice to every 
European Power to quit. That it was 
so recognized was clearly proved in sub- 
sequent efforts, either of intrigue or war- 
fare, to overthrow the Brazilian Repub- 
lic.

St. Louis Business Conditions. 


From the St. Joseph (Mo.) News. 

The comparison between the commercial 
health of Chicago and St. Louis is very 
striking. While the Ohicago banks are 
tumbling and business is in a frightful con- 
dition in thait city, a report comes up from 
the City of St. Louis that is exceedingly 
satisfactory. If the banking-house clearings 
is accepted as a barometer of business, then 
December of this year shows a decided ad- 
vance upon that of 18%. The clearings of 
the St. Louis banks in December, 1896, were 
$112,904,371, while the clearings for tthe same 
month in 1895 were $109,014,650. This shows a 
gain of about 34% per cent, Taking the whole 
year of 1896, however, the Globe-Democrat 
gays there has been a falling off in clearing 
in St. Louis, as compared with 189, of 6 
per cent. This is natural enough. 

They may ittalk about Missouri as a free 
silver and repudiation State all they will, 
but ét is a fact that there is no State in the 
Union in better financial condition, whose 
people carry fewer mortgages or whose cit- 
ies are in healthier business condition, and 
of all the cities in the West, there is not 
to-day one that is making a steadier, better 
growih, in population and business, than 
the City of St. Louis. St. Louis has hardly 
felt the depression of the last three years, 
while other cities have been in fearful con- 
dition, 

The New Round Cotton Bale. 
Thomas P. Grasty in the Manufacturers’ 
Thebes 

I ed Mr. Hill how ‘the new machines 
for making round-roHéd bales were working, 
and he replied that they have been improved 
until they are»now absolutely perfect. Mr. 
Cc. F. Fentress, manager of the cotton ware- 
house at East St. Louis, was present while 
we were talking about the bales made by 
the machines of the American Cotton Co., 
and he said there had been received yester- 
day by him the largest carload of cotton 
ever brought to this market—over 66,000 
pounds, all in round-rolled bales. “One 
man,” said Mr. Fentress, “can handle one 
of the new ‘bales, whereas it took two to 
‘move one of the old square bales.”’ 

Mr. Hill js operating three plants at pres- 
ent—two in West Tennessee and one at 
Malden, Mo., and all three are turning 
out 400-pound round bales, the covering for 
which (burlaps) costs only 18 cents a bale, 
as against $1 per bale under the old process, 
while the ‘“tare’’ does not exceed four 
pounds as against twenty-two pounds 
by the old process, and if the 66,000 
pounds just referred to as having come to 
market in a single Illinois Central box car 
had been shaped and pressed in the old 
way no two cars owned by that company 
could hhave transported it. And so it ap- 
pears that the promised revolution in the 
cotton trade is now assured.

HART, THE NEGRO, WON. 


He Walked 303 Miles and Beat the 
Champion Hoagland by Almost 
Half a Mile. 


The six-day walking match ended last 
night with Frank Hart, the colored pedes- 
trian, leading Hoagland of Auburn, N. Y., 
by about half a mile. Hart walked 903 miles 
in seventy-two hours and was, by the con- 
ditions of the race, entitled to a percentage 
of the gate receipts. He got his expenses 
and that is about all, because the gate re- 
ceipts were less than nothing. Hoagland 
was more fortunate, having won his side 
stake of $500, bet with Henry. Schmehl. 
Hoagland made over 300 miles and was, in 
consequence, entitled to some of the money, 
but, like Hart, had to be satisfied with the 
glory of it. 

Pedestrians can at best go but 300 miles 
in seventy-two hours, which is about 500 


miles behind the times. The race is too 
slow and uneventful to suit the populace of 
to-day. A bunch of bicycle riders went over 
800 miles in forty-eight hours in Washington 
and drew immense crowds. The six-day con- 
tinuous bicycle race at Madison Square 
Garden in New York finished with the men 
very near to ‘the 2,000 mile mark. It is nec- 
essary now.to satisfy the public taste 
to travel fast and far, otherwise the affair 
will end in the same financial disaster as 
did the six-day walking match at the Nata- 
torium, 

Some of ‘the old six-day walkers have re- 
alized this and have taken to the bicycle 
with considerable success,

The rank of Count or Papal Chamberlain 
is given to Catholic gentlemen who have 
distinguished themselves and brought honor 
on their creed by their intellectual or phi- 
lanthropic works. 

Mrs. Mackin’s title is purely honorary, 
as there is no provision for women in the 
ceremonial of the Papa] Court.

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH GIVEN 
A SET-BACE. 


SUPREME COURT DECISION. 


Dr. Paquin Regrets That Restrictions 
on Graduates Outside the State 
Are Imperative. 


The action of the State Supreme Court 
in granting a peremptory writ of mandamus 
directing the State Board of Health to issue 
@ certificate to one Charies E. Johnson, @ 
graduate of the Physio-Medical College of 
Indianapolis, Ind., is regarded, by members 
of the Board as a severe blow at their ef- 
forts to increase the efficiency and high 
standing of the profession throughout the 


State. 

Last July Johnson eppeared before the 
State Board of Health. presented his diplo- 
ma, tendered the usu $1 fee and ‘made 
application for a certificate authorizing him 
to practice medicine and surgery in this 
State. 

The certificate was refused, the board 
holding that the college tssuing the diploma 
Was not “a medical instjtution in good 
standing.” The board offered him the priv!- 
lege of taking an examination. He re- 
fused, stood on his diploma and instituted 
Inandamus proceedings. . 

The grounds for the board's action was 
(hat they had passed a resolution and 
mailed a copy of it to every medical col- 
lege in the United States requiring them 
to furnish the Missouri Board on or before 
Jan. 1, 18%, list of their respective matri- 
culates and the basis of their matriculation. 
The Physio-Medical College of Indianapolis 
had not complied with the request. 

In the decision of the Supreme Court it is 
held that the board undertook to establish 
a rule of its own by which the g stand- 
ing of a college should be shown and in 
this went beyond the, power conferred on it 
by the statute from’ which it derives its 
origin and by which its duties and authority 
are defined. : 

All the judges have concurred except 
Judge Barclay, who will concur specially. 

Dr. Lutz, chairmam of the State board, is 
out of the city. Dr. Paul Paquin spoke.for 
his fellow members. 

“The Supreme Court decision is a blow to 
our work,” he said. “Over 2 per cent of 
the young doctors turned out every year 
are unfit to practice. This ruling makes it 
imperative for us to,issue a license to every- 
cross roads medical graduate who wishes 
to gull.the people of this State. It is a 
serious question and the present situation 
is fraught with great danger to the people 
of the State. 

“IT suppose the Supreme Court jyhad no 
other alternative for the statue under which 
the board is operated is entirely too vague. 

‘Wie have been working for four years 
for the protection of the public and the 
honest and efficient members of the pro- 
fession. We began with a thorough inves- 
tigation of the thirteen medical colleges 
of the State. Some of them were warned 
and at once remedied the shortcomings 
we called attention to. Then we made all 
the colleges fit themselves with laboratories. 
Some of them were attempting to educate 
men for physicians without the aid of phy- 
siologicai, pathological and bacteriological 
jaboratories and the course in chemistry 
Was DOOr. 

“‘Wihen we remedied this, we insisted on a 
three years’ course, and next year the four 

ears’ course will begin. This is none too 
ong, as the college terms are luttle more 
than six months in duration. It is hard to 
master the rudiments of medicine in that 
time. 

“We also made tt imperative that candi- 
dates for a medica] course Should enjoy a

BUT THE TRAIN DASHED ON INTO 
THE MISSOURI RIVER. 
. 


AND FOUR MEN WERE KILLED. 


A Freight Wreck on the Missouri Pa- 
cific Accompanied by a Ghost- 
ly Manifestation. 


The dead bodies of Gomer Evans, Henry 
Hankup and J. E. McQueen, victims of the 
Missouri Pacific freight wreck at New Ha- 
ven, Mo., Sunday morning, were brought %*o 
this city in the evening and are now at their 


respective homes. 
The men met a horrible death. Their flesh 
was cooked by escaping ste and ‘they had 
been buried in the sand of the river bed 
beneath a mass of wreckage. 
The wrecked train was an east-bound 
through stock train and was under charge 
of Conductor C. L. Lee and Engineer Gomer 
Pvans. The wreck occurred at a point half 
a mile east of New Haven, Mo., at 2:30 
o'clock Sunday morning. 
A steady rain had falled for thirty-six 
hours, causing a rapid rise in the Missouri 
River, along’ which the Missouri Pacific 
runs at this point. The current had under- 
mined the road-bed and when the .®#rain 
reached this point the engine and the first 
thirteen cars plunged from the track into 
the river, carrying four men to instant 
death and inflicsing serious injury on an- 
other. 
Engineer Evans, Fireman Hankup and 
Head Brakemar McQueen went down with 
the wreck: 
Three men concealed in @ car were also 
carried down. One was taken out dead. 
pis name is unknown. Another, Wm. 
uglas, got a broken leg and internal in- 
juries. The third was unhurt. 
Engineer BHvans and Fireman Hanku 
leave families. McQueen was unmarrie 
Evans’ life was insured for $3,000. 
One of the wrecked cars contained mules, 
one hogs, and another cattle. The others 
were loaded with miscellaneous freight. 
Charles Koelling, the middle brakeman, 
claims that while the train was aproach- 
ing Gasconade he saw a white figure on 
the track in front. It looked ghostly, he 
said, and just before the engine reached it, 
it dissolved and disappeared. 
The vision so affected Koelling that he 
offered to buy Engineer Evans’ insurance 


policy. , 
Koelling said he felt the train would surely 
be wrecked. 

Another freight train had passed over 
the track where the wreck occurred about 
an hour before, and a gang of section hands 
on a heavy handcar, who were patrolling the 
track, went over .the place im safety but a 
féw minutes prior to the accident.

Myrtle Miller Explains a Mysterious

Myrtle says Riley’s story of how he was 
pounced upon by five men and beaten with 
rass knuckles is untrue, and that he can 
thank ther for his present condition. 
Myrtle was received at the City Hospital 
last night.

“No man could have struck him. There 
were no men in Mrs, Fitts’ house, and his 
story is false all through. He was just 
ashamed that he was beaten by a woman.”’ 
The girl was taken to the ward in which 
Riley is confined. She positively identified 
him and repeated her story in Rilley’s pres- 
ence. He denied it, and insisted that he 
had been beaten and robbed by five men.

DLE CONVICTS 


IN STATE PRISON. 


A PROBLEM THAT CONFRONTS 


SOME PENITENTIARY REFORMS. 


The Labor Element Is Going to Fight 
the Contract System as Now 
Operated. 


The Missouri Legislature will be asked to 
make importanit changes in Ahe laws govern- 
ing the State Penitentiary. There are now 
probably 600 idle convicts in the prison and 
most of the 1,100 felons who are working 
under the corttract system are competing 
with outside labor. There are between 2,300 
and 2,400 prisoners in the penitentiary, less 
than 100 of whom are females, and, as indi- 
cated, less than half of the men are em- 
ployed under the contract system. 

The labor organizations are exceedingly 
bitter against a continuation of the contract 
system, and may be depended upon to lend 
aid to any movement calculated to either 
cripple or abolish it. Most of the convicts 
employed under the contract system are 
engaged in the manufacture of boots and 


shoes, and the statement is not denied that 
the contractors make money rapidly, and 
several of them have amassed fortunes. 
They know how to take care of themselves 
and for years have succeeded in defeating 
every measure introduced into the Legislat- 
ure calculated to make them pay in excess 
of 50 cents a day per man for the labor of 
able-bodied convicts. They pay nothing for 
the use of fireproof shop rooms—in fact, 
nothing but 50 cents a day for each man 
Se oggmamme fed, clothed and guarded by the 
tate.

While opposition to the*contract system 
has been growing wonderfully of late, it 
does not seem to have resulted in the birth 
of any new ideas as to what shall take the 
place of it. The tdea has prevailed in a 
general way of late years that convict labor 
could be profitably utilized in improving the 
public highways. Some months ago articles 
appeared in the Post-Dispatch discussing 
somewhat in detail the features of the 3 
and the conclusion was arrived at that it 
would hardly prove profitable to scatter the 
convicts over the State and attempt to work 
them on the public roads. This is the opin- 
ion of nearly all prison officers and many 
men prominence in State affairs who 
have looked into the matter. 

Penitentiary affairs are in such shape now 

that the Legislature will be forced to make 
changes of some kind. One-fourth of the 
convicts cannot be maintained in idleness, 
even to enable the contractors to have a 
large €orce from which to pick the best 
men. Idleness in the penitentiary is quite 
as prolific of trouble as it is on the outside. 
All prison officers say that it would be 
cruel to keep convicts in idleness; that it 
would inpair their health, and in many 
cases result in insanity. Outside of new 
buildings in the penitentiary and work on 
a little “truck farm’’ adjoining the prison, 
the State has no means of providing work 
for convicts, and hence the reason for 80 
much idleness in the prison at this time. No 
one seems to have any definite idea as to 
what the Legislature will attempt this win- 
ter, but there is no room to doubt that nu- 
merous measures will be presented, and that 
the contractors will be on hand to look after 
their own interests. 
The ‘Missouri penitentiary is not a re- 
formatory institution by any means, and no 
claim of this kind is made by the officials. 
More than 70 per cent of the discharged con- 
victs return tocrime. No attempt is made 
to separate the young criminals from those 
hardened in crime. All are treated alike 
as long as they obey the rules of the Prison. 
From his association with old criminala& the 
young convict is afforded a schooling inthe 
penitentiary in a very short time that he 
could not acquire in years on the outside. 


~Two years ago Dr. H. C. Pett# nof Linn 
County in'troduced ta bill in the House to re- 
move young and more promising con- 
victs from the penitentiary to the Boonville 
Reform School, and creating a department 
for them at this latter institution. e pris- 
on contractors find their best hands among 
the young and more promising convicts, 
and, regardless of the humane side of the 
question, they fought the measure and sue- 
ceeded in defeating it. A similar measure 
will be introduc when the new Generial 
Assembly on and it is hardly to be 
doubted that the contractors will be on 
hand -to fight #, and, if possible, they will 
induce the Prison I Org to assist them. 
The great trouble in ithe has been 
that very few members of the Legislature 
knew anything about the penitentiary, ex- 
cept In a very vague way. They have 
afraid to venture on any new grounds or 
follow anything except the old beaten path. 
For the past twenty-five vears the institu- 
tion has been manz economi y, , 
in general, with no little credit to the various 
wardens. There has been no serious trou- 
ble in the prison for miumy years and tthe 
convicts are probably better cared for than 
in most énstitutions of the kind in the -coun- 
try. Once convinced of the truth of these 
statements, the average lawmaker dis- 
misses the penitentiary from his mind and 
looks after legislation of a different char- 
acter. This is one reason why the periten- 
tiary is governed by old laws, enacted many 
years ago, and no advancement whatever 
has taken place. 

At the approaching session, however, it ts 
difficult ito see how the Assembly can avoid 
doing something to provide employment for 
so many idle convicts. The organized wage- 
workers mre more determined than ever 
thet the contract system shall be abolished. 
Many of the farmers have an idea that.a 
practical way can be provided for working 
at least a good per cent of the convicts on 
the public highways, and a bill looking to 
this solution of the question has been pre- 
pared ‘by a well-known member of the As- 
sembly. The whole question will be thor- 
oughly discussed, but at this time no one 
could possibly predict the result.

Mrs. Catherine Trevathan sat in the 
Morgue all Monday morning weeping over 
the mangled corpse of her husband of three 
weeks. She would neither move nor speak. 
She would only cry. 

Coroner Wait will hold an inquest over 
the body Monday. 

Trevathan was fireman on an Iron Moun- 
tain locomotive which exploded at Fair 
Oaks, Ark., Dec. 21. He was scalded and 
burnt from head to foot and was brought to 
the Missouri Pacific Hospital in this city.

D. Hartell and L. Brennan of St. Louis, 
all conductors on the Iron Mountain. 

On account of the washouts of Sunday 
night, which delayed trains on the west 
side of the river, Mr. Turner was the only 
member to arrive on time. He was of the 
opinion that the others would not arrive in 
time for the conference at the hour set. 

At the first of the year the railroad com- 
panies and the various railroad labor or- 
ganizations usually arrange new contracts, 
but Mr. Turner stated to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that this was not the object of the 
conference. 

“Our agreement was made in 1890,” said 
Mr. Turner, “and remains in effect until 
either side gives notice of a desire for a 
readjustment. No euch notice has been 
given, so there will be no cesqrerment be- 
tween the O. R. C. and the Gould system.

DEAD IN NICARAGUA. 


An Englishman Who Had an Ameri- 
can Wife Died and There Is a 
Story of Poisoning. 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 4.—Advices from 
Ochoa, on the San Juan Riverin Nicaragua, 
announce the death of Sir W. T. Anderson, 
an Englishman of wealth, who resided on 
his plantation with his wife, an American 
woman. Anderson formerly lived in Los 
Angeles, Cal., where he married Miss Jennie 
Bell, daughter of Col. Horace Bell, a prom- 
inent California lawyer. Three years ago 
fhe purchased a plantation in Nicaragua, 
twenty-two miles from Santa Juan Del Nor- 
te or Greytown. 

Sir William, suffering from numerous 
thefts on his place, set a trap for the thief 
and.captured him. The native was whipped 
severely. As a result of the whip- 
ping and neglect the native died. 
This aroused a very bitter feeling 
against Sir William among the na- 

ves. His death was caused by poison, 
the Englishman being seized by violent 
spasms after eating his dinner and dying 
goon after in agony.
